Claims MO meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest pipe repair 
apparatus which has a plating apparatus adapted for plating the interior surface of the pipe and which has a corrosion monitoring tool 
adapted for examining the interior surface after the plating apparatus plates a new surface on the interior surface of the pipe. 

Claims MO meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
